He was an evangelical preasch= 
er, delighted in commending Christ to his hearers, and 
was always earnestly endeavoring to win us over to ad- 
mire and love him. He was a sealous asserter of the 
purity and liberty of our evangelical churches. He : 
accounted that only to be pure religion which is purely 
scriptural; and in no other form of Church order could 
he 8ee the liherty of the people preserved as in that 
of this country. Ee was greatly concerned for this 
noble interest, the chief design of our fathers hither; 
though he was full of catholic piety and charity to 
those of other opinions; and he was muob improved in 
ecolesiustical councils.” (Ibid., pe 197.) Making al- 
lowance for the laudatory verbiage of the time it can 
be readily seen that Rev. Yr.

Willian 
Bradford in his history "Of Plimouth Plantation" com= 
mences his account of the year 1643 by speaking of 
the great sadness that had come through the death of 
"their Reve Elder and my dear & loving friend 

Mr. William Brewster," and gives a resume of his 

life, stating that he was educated some time at 
Cambridge in Latin and Greek; was private secretary 
to Davison when he was Secretary of State, who 
"trusted him above all other that were about him;" 
accompanied the Secretary on a mission to the Low Coun= 
tries; on his return to England went back to Sorooby, 
where he was postmaster, and where the Pilgrim Church 
met in his house generally and where he entertained 
them. Fe was a leader in the removal to Holland and 
was "y® cheefe of those that were taker at Boston and 
suffered y° greatest loss." After he got to Holland 
he endured much hardship on account of his former 

life being "not so fitt for some imployments as others 
were," but Imter by teaching and the use of his print- 
ing press he ras enabled to provide for himself ani 
others. “Sut now removing into this countrie, all 
these things were laid aside againe, and @ new course 
of living must be framed unto; in which he was no way 
umrilling to take his parte, and to bear his burthen 
with y® rest, living many times without bread, or 
eorne, many moaths together, having many times nothing 
but fish, and often wanting that also; and drunke 
nothing but water for many years togeather, yea, till 
within 5, cr 6. years of his death. And besids y*, he
